The Belene Camp consists of three units, two of which are located on an 
island in the Danube River* the other on the mainland between the villages 
of Belene and Dragash ( sic) in the ifikopol dis trict* The camp commander 50X1 -HUM

Captaln^OershaaoT, commander of the camp guards^ flogged several prison- 
ers to death. These deaths were reported as having taken place when the 
prisoners were attempting to escape. During the winter of 1950-1951. 30 

prisoners died from, cold or starvation® ^ 

ICufaldzha Camp " ■ 

The Safald^ha oamp,3 in the Dobrudzha region, was headquarters camp for 
six j^mller camps, five of which 'were for and one for women. A total 

of approximately lh,000 prisoners were interned in t he omp group. 

The prisoners in the women® s - camp worked in a rock quarry. The daily work 
quo a was to crush one cubic meter of stone. Slisaveta Popantonovaj ' a 
former member of the National Assembly, was interned at the camp. 

Because of the isolated location of the' camp, food packages seldom arrived. 

was spoiled by the time 'of its delivery. The Rabotnichesko Deio 
OtgohggtTO Front newspapere were the only readlng"mterdal allcwi^T 
in the c^ps. The prisoners were informed that if war breaks out none of 
them Will leave the aamps aJ lve.
